Michael Costa and Town Moderator Greenwood 
"Woody" Hartley to consider the application of Susan A.

Selectman Nunes reported he recently had a 
meeting with Old Rochester Regional School District 
officials and members of the Rochester Memorial School 
(RMS) Committee. According to Selectman Nunes, ORR

that an imexpected windfall of approximately $200,000 
from a Special Needs Grant was forthcoming from the 
state — an amount which is to be returned to town 
coffers. The RMS Committee and Dr. Cooper recom- 
mended the money be earmarked for a Rochester Memo- 
rial School capital improvement line item to make general 
repairs to the school's roof. 

"The RMS Committee has requested it be put 
under the (Memorial School) budget," Selectman Nunes 
said. 

"Then it will be administered by the ORR School 
District ... and that hasn't worked out in the past," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "We've been administering (capital im- 
provements) here because it's Rochester's money." 

"I got the impression that the School Committee 
and Building Committee were at odds about how to 
spend this money," Chairman Laboa said.

oversee the expenditure," Selectman Nunes agreed. 

"My opinion would be the 'windfall grant' be 
graciously accepted by the Town of Rochester ... and keep 
it within the General Operating Budget," Chairman Laboa 
said. "When we sit down with the Finance Committee ... 
that's when we can figure out (how it should be spent). I 
think it ought to be up to (the Selectmen) and the FinCom 
to decide." 

In related matters. Selectman Nunes said Memo- 
rial School is planning to expand to two full-day Kinder- 
garten sessions next year and School Superintendent Dr. 
Cooper questioned having the money in their budget to 
cover transportation expenses for Rochester students to 
attend the Bristol County Agricultural School ("Bristol 
Aggie") in Lakeville, the cost of which was borne by the 
Town of Rochester this year. 

"We've set up a good system that works," Mr. 
Huntoon said. "We fully expect them to comply with state 
law and at least provide the same level of transportation 
we're providing now. It should carry over (to next year) ... 
and maybe there will be another couple of kids who'll 
want to (attend) Bristol Aggie." 

"If they say it's not in their budget, that's not 
acceptable because they knew this was (coming)," Chair- 
man Laboa said. 

Under correspondence, the board received a letter 
from resident Patricia Benner regarding issues over the 
Center Village development project, which is owned by 
Red Mountain, LLC. According to Ms. Benner, she and 
her husband have a "Judgment for Agreement" with Red 
Mountain, LLC over water quality issues. "The matter of 
periodic well-water testing has yet to be addressed in 
full," Ms. Benner wrote. "The initial water testing oc- 
curred on August 20, 2003 per our agreement. However, 
since then, Mr. Michon has neglected to contact us in 
regards to follow-up testing."

Ms. Benner said she also considers the initial well- 
water test results "suspect." 

"I guess (the Benners) came to an agreement with 
the developers," Mr. Huntoon said. "The Town of Roches- 
ter is really not a party to this."

District (SRPEDD) will serve as arbitrator for this hearing. 
Depending on the outcome, either party may have the 
option of appealing SRPEDD's decision in court. 

• Woody Hartley updated the board on the 
progress of the work being done at the Rochester 
Woman's Club to relocate the so-called "Town Hall 
Annex" to the Route 105 site. 

"The only thing that's not finished on the site 
plan is the drainage," Mr. Hartley said. "It's a little project 
that's going through a huge process and I hope this is a 
learning experience for us all. There is a question with the 
drainage ... and the number of parking spaces. The legal 
occupancy based on office space is 21 people. I don't 
know if you'd be willing to waiver the number of parking 
spaces down to 15 or 16 for drainage purposes." 

Although the Board of Selectmen hadn't seen the 
updated plans for the project which have been filed with 
the Planning Board, they didn't think amending the 
parking requirements would be a problem. 

Mr. Hartley said he hopes to have everything 
approved at a Planning Board hearing later this week and 
he should be ready to sign a lease with the Town of 
Rochester at next week's Selectmen's meeting. "I need a 
signed lease to free up the money to begin construction," 
he said.

My cat has been coughing recently and my mother 
says that she trying to cough up a hairball. It seems to 
me that a large wad of hair in her windpipe would 
probably kill her. I don't get it. 

Your confusion results from the old wives 
expression of "coughing up a hairball". It's a 
dumb expression. Cats swallow hair when they 
groom and if the hair doesn't pass out of the 
stomach and into the stool it will accumulate in 
the stomach. Periodically the cat will vomit this 
mass of hair which is what you find on the floor. 
If the hair had been inhaled and needed to be 
coughed up, we'd be performing Heimlich 
maneuvers on our cats constantly and most 
wouldn't live to a year of age.

Sippican Memorial Garden 

When Principal Marylou Hobson retired from 
Sippican School last June, she was asked what she would 
like to receive in honor of her fourteen years of service. 
Her answer was simple and inspired — a children's 
garden in memory of the four students who had died 
during her tenure as principal: Alexis Wisner, Marques 
Sylvia, Cory Jackson, and Andrew Rego. No gold watch, 
no fancy gift, nothing with her name on it, just a garden 
that everyone could enjoy. 

A committee was duly formed, a plan was drawn 
up, and work commenced this fall. Susannah Davis, a 
landscape designer from Marion, created a beautiful 
design, and Steve Gonsalves of Eden Landscapes was 
hired to execute it. You may have noticed the work in 
progress under the large pine tree in front of the school. 
Thus far, the bones of the garden have been laid. There is 
a circle of stones with two stone pillars in front, holly 
bushes planted on one side, reeds planted all around, and 
a coral bark maple situated at the back left. 

Now the committee is working on the decorative 
aspects. Ideally, they would like to have four stone 
benches, stepping stones, an allee (two rows of three 
cherry trees on each side) leading into the garden, several 
large metallic spheres on stands, some butterfly bushes, 
and perhaps even a few colorful butterfly houses. They

dinner guests by setting dining standards that competed 
with and often far surpassed all the countries of the 
world. 

From the 1870s through the First World War, 
Marion's summer colony brought to the village of 
Sippican and her shores an understanding that the 
"season" in Marion would be little different in dining 
customs than their dining traditions back in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, or Chicago. At the "Bay House" and 
the "Sippican Hotel," the sideboards groaned under the 
weight of endless silver-plated serving and dining pieces 
used to gratify the guests' sense of epicurean propriety. 

Mr. Ford will have a "show and tell" of sterling 
silver flatware from his personal extensive collection, 
which was used by these "upper classes" while dining in 
Marion. Each person attending the lecture will have the 
opportunity to view and handle the sterling silver flat- 
ware, learn about the factories, get to understand the 
weight, design and "hand" of each piece. Then, there will 
be a "test" that everyone will enjoy, where all will get to 
guess the correct usage of every specific piece presented. 
The winner will receive a 19th century sterling silver 
flatware serving piece to take home.

The Jacket. Starring Adrien Brody and Keira 
Knightley. Directed by John Maybury. Running 
time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

If not for a group of boisterous teenagers sitting a row away, 
I might have fallen asleep at The Jacket. I suppose I owe them some 
thanks, as well as film editor Emma Hickox, who has fed the movie 
into the same smash-cut Cuisinart every other thriller seems to get 
run through. Lulled into complacency, or perhaps drowsiness, 
we're rudely jolted by a strobe of blood, screams, penguins (for all 
we know). This stylistic barrage comes to us courtesy of Jack 
Starks (Adrien Brody), a veteran of the first Gulf War, who has 
baffling flashbacks, flash-forwards, flash-sideways — he has a lot 
of flashes, is what I'm saying. 

Shot in the head by an innocent-looking Iraqi boy. Jack 
somehow survives, and a year later winds up hitchhiking in 
Vermont, where he spots a retching alcoholic (Kelly Lynch) and 
her young daughter near their broken-down truck. He fixes the 
truck, then gets picked up by a guy (Brad Renfro) who, we soon 
learn, has a proTblem with cops. Something happens, and Jack 
finds himself institutionalized, at the mercy of experimental shrink 
Dr. Becker (Kris Kristofferson), who likes to strait-jacket his pa- 
tients and lock them in a morgue drawer. Cooped up in there. Jack 
becomes unstuck in time; he travels, either in time or in his head, 
to the year 2007 — fifteen years into his future — and screenwriter 
Massy Tadjedin doesn't nave the wit to have Jack discover that 
another Busn is in the White House presiding over another war in 
Iraq. 

2007 doesn't look much different from 1992; nobody Jack 
meets has an iPod or a photo phone, two things that would've 
looked fanciful if we'd seen them in a 1992 movie. In any event. 
Jack happens across Jackie (Keira Knightley), the girl whose 
mom's truck he fixed in 1992. She's all grown up now, miserably 
waitressing and then retiring to her trailer for a date with the 
bottle. She doesn't recognize Jack, though Adrien Brody's rather 
distinctive proboscis renders that unlikely. Jack must persuade 
herthathe's really Jack and not the Jack Starks who, in an alternate 
timeline, died of a head trauma on New Year's Day, 1993. Perhaps 
reading this bit of plot — it gets even more complicated — is 
making you feel as though you have a head trauma. 




The Jacket is a morose and bleached-looking affair, with 
depressing music by Brian Eno to match. Structurally, it's Slaugh- 
terhouse-Five meets The Butterfly Effect. It's not an actors' movie, 
though the eclectic cast — including an underused Steven Mack- 
intosh as a doctor, Daniel Craig as a patient who says he's in for 
attempted murder, Jennifer Jason Leigh as Jack's more sympa- 
thetic shrink, and, bizarrely, Mackenzie Phillips as a sadistic nurse 
— do what they can. Brody has never been much inclined towards 
the mainstream, so it's no surprise that his post-Oscar resume is 
long on movies like this and Du m my, and he does most of the film's 
emotional clean-and-jerkbut looks worn out from the effort. Keira 
Knightley does the sort of thing we'll probably be seeing Lindsay 
Lohan doing in a couple years — drinking, smoking, going 
topless, and generally distancing herself from Disney. She's good 
at it, but I still have to remind myself I'm not watching Natalie 
Portman. 

In all, it's another Warner Independent film that seems to 
have little point and less of an audience (the studio branch's Before 
Sunset last year was an exception). I wasn't aware of a burning 
need for an unofficial remake of Jacob's Ladder, in which Vietnam 
vet Tim Robbins had similar disturbing mind- trips. And since 
Jack's experience in Iraq (which takes up less than five minutes of 
screen time) is fairly irrelevant to what else happens to him, it 
seems abit distasteful to use it as the starting point for ahackneyed 
guess-what's-real thriller. (At least last year's Manchurian Candi- 
date remake used the Gulf War for spooky political resonance.) It's 
in especially questionable taste given that we now have people 
coming home from the current Gulf War with comparable mental 
trauma — or not coming home at all. Not that anything should be 
verboten as a film subject, but if you're going to supply a backdrop 
that keeps taking you out of the movie, you'd better make sure the 
movie is compellmg enough to go back into.

If not for Debra Hill, the landscape of horror 
movies — and movies in general — would look much 
different today, and much more dull. Hill and director 
John Carpenter were the parents, so to speak, of one 
of horror's most enduring icons, Michael Myers; the 
two co-wrote the original Halloween (1978) and its first 
sequel.

Laurie Strode and her friends soimd like real teenage 
girls. And without the humor and accuracy of their 
characters, it can be argued, we wouldn't have cared 
about them as much, and the movie wouldn't have 
been the classic it is today. 

Debra Hill, as a producer and writer, had done a 
lot of work in a career spanning almost thirty years, 
and she had a lot more work to do. But she had been 
ill for some time — there was talk about cancer and 
leg surgery — and she finally succumbed on Monday 
at age 54. She leaves a legacy any filmmaker would be 
proud of, not limited to Halloween. 

Aside from her work with Carpenter — which 
also includes The Fog, Escape from New York, and 
Escape from L.A. (which she also co-wrote) — Hill had 
a long and prosperous career in and out of the 
mainstream. She produced The Dead Zone for director 
David Cronenberg, helping to create one of his best 
films and one of the best Stephen King adaptations. 
She co-produced The Fisher King, and got to go to the 
Oscars when the film was nominated in several 
categories (winning one award for supporting actress 
Mercedes Ruehl). Thirtysomethings of a certain age 
will forever be grateful that Hill also produced two 
confections of the '80s, Clue and Adventures in 
Babysitting. 

One of the more interesting things Hill did, in 
1994, was to co-produce a series of ten films for 
Showtime based on trashy AlP movies from the '50s. 
These films, two of which she also co-wrote (Jailbreakers 
and Confessions of a Sorority Girl), provided fun 
exercises for directors new and old (Robert Rodriguez, 
William Friedkin, Uli Edel, JohnMcNaughton, Ralph

Bakshi, Joe Dante, John Milius) and future stars (Renee 
Zellweger, Salma Hayek, Alyssa Milano, Carla 
Gugino, Anne Heche, Alicia Silverstone, Natasha 
Gregson Wagner). One of them. Girls in Prison, was 
the last writing credit for legendary director Samuel 
Fuller. The films are all available on DVD or 
videocassette, and are mostly recommended. 

Hill transcended genre without denying her role 
in it. She went with her interests, not with whatever 
was hot at the time. Her resume includes comedies 
{Crazy in Alabama, Chow Bella) as well as drama (The 
Fisher King, Gross Anatomy). Her filmography, though 
not always studded with classics, is marked by one 
thing: fun. The list, which also includes Heartbreak 
Hotel, Big Top Pee-wee, and a remake of Attack of the 50- 
Foot Woman, sounds like the track record of someone 
who enjoyed herself. Her last producing credit will be 
on this year's upcoming remake of The Fog, where she 
will be named alongside her friend and collaborator 
of over thirty years, John Carpenter. 

That may be enough reason to see a remake many 
of us consider unnecessary — to bid a fond farewell to 
a woman who helped to give us so many magic 
moments at the movies.
